!  |t  would  seem  that,  a**  parent  could  be 
indifferent  to  the  possibility  contained  in 
the  system  of  education  given 'by  the 
Various  schools  for  deaf  mutes,  if  aware 
pf  their  existence.  The  little  j«euple. 
who  might  otherwise  go  throiigh  the 
jworld  aided  only  by  signs,  here  acquire 
i.-igeso  completely  that  it  is  only  in 
that  they  are  returned  to  their 
silence,  being  deaf  only  as  the 
Jean  Paul’s  Titan  became  blind, 
after  sunset,  and  returning  to  all  the 
pleasures  of  sound  with  the  lighting  of 
the  lamps.  The  children  thus  educated 
ask  n<>  odds  of  tlioee  other  children  pro¬ 
vided  by  partial  nature  with  better  means 
of  taking  care  of  themselves.  Com  par 
lson  of  graduates  of  deaf  mute  schools 
and  of  those  of  otlier  schools  shows  np 
difference  wliatever  in  proficiency  and 
intelligence,  and  in  mingling  with 
the  world  afterward  the  deaf  mute  pu-_ 
jiils  are  not  accompanied  by  any  painful 
sense  of  deficiency.  In  fact,  the  more 
they  mingle  with  the  world,  as  in  the 
case  of  other  youth,  the  more  self-confi¬ 
dence  and  the  larger  vocabulary  do  they 
acquire,  and  they  are  more  injured  by 
receipt  of  exceeding  sympathy  than  they 
are  by  the  withholding  of  it,  many  of 
them  complaining  of  the  tendency* to 
magnify  their  misfortune,  which  almost 
ceases  to  be  a  misfortune  to  them  when 
they  find  themselves  readily  understand¬ 
ing  all  that  goes  cn  about  them,  finding 
their  way  about,  and  often  going  to 
church,  to  concerts,  to  theatres,  and 
taking  as  much  enjoyment  as  those  do 
who  are  in  the  possession  of  all  their 
senses. 

Indeed,  many  educated  deaf  mutes 
(who  have  acquired  language,  and  who 
’have  any  superior  •  intelligence  of  their 
own,  claim  that  they  have  an  advantage 
in  their  deafness  itself ;  for  it  lias  obliged 
them  toopneentrate  in  thought  ami  quick 
wit  and  ur  eyesight  the  amount  of  fore* 
which  is  by  others  dissipated  in  the  world 
of  attaching  and  detaching  squint,  and 
they  are.  they  are  apt  to  think,  and  that 
not  without  ft-aspn.  the  deejier  and 
broader,  readier  and  better,  for  the  oc¬ 
clusion  of  one  of  their  senses.  When 
Mr.  Fawcett,  lately  a  high  postoffice  offi¬ 
cial  of  Great  Britain,  became  in  his  ear’ty 
boyhood  entirely  blind,  it  is  said  that  he 
resolved  that  he  Would  go  through  life 
exactly  as  if  he  saw;  and  be  carried  out 
his  intention,  as  wp  all  know,  as  far  as 
that  was  a  possibly  thing,  and  a  large 
share  of  his  achievement  was  due  to  this 
determination.  It  would  be  well  if  all 
l*eoph*  robbed  of  one  of  their  senses 
formed  tho  same  resolution,  and  carried 
it  out  but  half  as  well. 

But  long  before  children  who  are  tjliut

o  make  any  such  determination  for 
themselves,  and  while  they  can  only  see 
with  a  poignant  pain  that  they  are  dif- 
erent  from  other  children*-  ignorant  of 
•  any  means  by  which  the  difference  may 
be  cured,  it  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  sup¬ 
ply  to  them,  as  far  as  may  he,  every 
deficiency  of  their  senses.  This,  to  a 
certain  extent,  can  be  done  at  home,  and 
a  singular  success  has  attended  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  treating  the  deaf  child  exactly  as 
if  it  could  hear,  so  that,  almost  as  it  were 
by  intuition,  it  has  acquired  the  art  of 
speech  to  a  limited  extent.  But  as  that 
extent  is  very  likely  to  remain  limited, 
the  rest  of  the  deficiency- can  only  be 
supplied  by  schools  having  nd  other  object 
than  tho  instruction  of  the  deaf,  and  it  is 
at  once  to  be  seen  that  every  guardian  of 
such  a  child  is  under  an  obligation  to  the 
child  to  inform  himself  about  such 
schooLs,  and  to  give  the  child  the  ad  van 
tages  to  be  gained  from  them,  even  if  in 
So  doing  the  child  in  so  far  has  to  become 
a  beneficiary  of  the  state.  The  debt  to 
the  state  is  not  a  serious  one,  since  it  is 
for  the  interest  of  the  state  that  every 
member  of  the  community  shall  bo 
brought  to  the  liigheet  perfection. — Har¬ 
per's  Bazar. 

IN  A  SAFETY  VAULT, 

The  Plare  Win.  re  People  Keep  Ilon<ts, 
Jewel*  wi.cl  Viilmtlilo  Taper*. 

What  looks  like  the  iron  railed  door  of 
a  cell  may  be  s**en  just  lieyond  the  en¬ 
trance  to  the  Lincoln  hank.  It  is  the 
passage  way  to  the  vault  for  money  and 
valuables.  Tne  cell  door  is  alwayi 
locked,  and  in  ihe  daytime  a  man  is  ul 
ways  in  the  vault.  Besides  the  ojien  iron 
railing  door,  there  is  a  sot  of  others  of 
steel  plates,  which  close  in  the  jtassnge 
way.  The  vault  is  lighted  by  gas.  and 
except  for  a  small  desk,  there  is  nothing 
to  Ite  seen  m  it  liesides  steel  and  iron  anil 
copper.  The  floors  anil  walls  and  ceil¬ 
ing  are  of  steel  four  and  a  half  inches 
thick.  Tlie  vault  is  on  the  ground  floor, 
and  it  is  believed  that  if  tho  building 
should  fall  or "Be  burned  down  by  fire, 
the  vault  room  would  remain  unharmed 
and  intact.  Debris  as  thick  as  the  layers 
at  Pom|*ii  might  fall  iqion  it.  but  the 
vault  would  still  lie  there  all  right.  And 
the  hank  jieople  think  that  with  a  little 
defense  by  guns-the  place  would  bo  mob 
proof,  too. 

The  room  is  not  much  moro  than 
twenty  feet  square,  and  a  tall  man  c«in 
touch  its  ceiling  with  his  hand.  There 
are  2, 800  large  and  sriiall  safes  built  in 
its  walls.  They  rent  for  from  $8  to 
$1,000  a  year.  People  keep  bonds, 
stocks,  mortgages,  deeds,  other  valuable 
papers  and  jewels  and  money  in  them. 
When  a  man  calls  to  cut  off  his  coupons 
or  look  at  his  papers,  he  is  identified  by 
the  keeper  of  thu  vault,  who  Islands  by 
him  while  he  unlocks  his  compartment. 
The  man  takes  cut  the  tin  box,  and  is 
ushered  into  one  of  a  series  of  little 
rooms  off  the  vault.  They  are  about  as 
big  as  a  Turkish  bath  disrobing  closefe, 
and  contain  a  desk  and  one  or  more 
chairs.  The  minute  of  the  arrival  of,  the 
man,  his  name,  the  box  number  !  he 
opened,  and  a  few  other  things  are  re¬ 
corded  in  a  lx>ok  kept  by  the  vault 
keeper.  The  little  closet  he  is  shown  to 
is  examined  to  see  that  there  is  nothing, 
in  it  except  the  desk-  and  writing  mate¬ 
rials  anil  chairs.  When  the  man'  has 
clipped  his  coupons  and  brings  back  his 
tin  box  to  put  it  in  his  safe,  the  time  of 
his  departure  is  recorded,  and  the  closet 
he  occupied  is  inspected  to  see  that  lit 
left  nothing  valuable  behind.

Tliese  safe*  cannot  be  opened 
by  one  person.  For  a*  many  trustees  as 
there  are  t in-TV  are  as  many  keys,  and 
whenever  the  safe  has  to  be  unlocked  all 
tlie  triist'-e*  iiave  to  con**.

[**rforms  a  different  service  iu  opening 
the  l<*  k.  Tlie  keej**r  w  ill  insert  hi*  key, 
twist  it  and  thus  prejwre  Ih*-  lock  for  the 
insertion  of  Trustee  A  s  key.
